1 . This office action is in response to application 10/604,964 and Amendment 
filed on 10/29/2008. Claims 20, 23, 28, 32 and 34 have been amended. Claims 1-19 
and 33 have been canceled. Claims 20-32 and 34-36 remain pending in the 
Application.

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest or render obvious: 

A circuit, comprising a multiplexer to select a configuration vector for loading into 
said scan chain elements, wherein said multiplexer is controlled by a finite state 
machine, and wherein the finite state machine includes sleep, standby and at least one 
other value among with all limitations of one of claims 20, 23, 32 and 34.
